The above-identified application is a National Stage application derived from 
International Application Serial No. PCT/AU00/00830 filed on July 10, 2000, derived from 
Australian Patent Applications Serial Nos. PQ2828 filed on September 14, 1999 and PQ1544 
filed on July 9, 1999. 



At the time of initially filing the PCT application, the inventors and applicants for 
purposes of the United States of America were named as Alan Benn and Henry Cornelius 
Valk. Because several patent applications for the same client were being prepared and 
processed at the same time, there was some confusion about which inventors should be named 
in relation to which patent applications. After filing, Applicant's representatives became 



aware that the two inventors Benn and Valk were incorrectly named in connection with the 
PCT application, and that Kurt Malmstrom was the correct sole inventor. 

On August 8, 2000, Applicant's Australian representatives applied for correction of 
the inventorship under PCT Rule 92 bis, and the amendment was made as reflected in PCT
